Che system until repairs were made. 
| A new turbine engine was put in

This engine was installed at 


a cost of $100,000 and generates 5,000 
horsepower.

and that the fire biases were directed) 
tc remain out of the mine on the two 
days 'preceding the expJosIon. 


Damages asked from the company 


as the result of the disaster are Bald 
to amount to about one million dol- 
lars.
